thete oolamn* to the unusnal mortality 
which ha* been apparent of late among 
the aged people and early settlers of Ma- 
coo county. To-day It becomes our duty 
to record the death ef another ot tbe men 
who bad (pent a quarter of B century tn 
the county, to-wlt John Crocker, of Ma- 
ros, who .gently fell asleep oo yesterday 
at the residence of hi* ton, John H.Crock- 
er, at Maroa. 


Mr. Crocker came to thli county from 


Jacksonville IB the fall of IBM, and settled 
at Maroa, where he took charge of the 
•cal builneii of the Illinois Central rail- 
way a* station agent. When he first let- 
led in Maroa there were no other Inhab- 
tants for some distance around, and the 
present thrifty and prosperous town has 
rrown up under Mr. Crocker's eye, and It* 
rrowth and development not only IB ma- 
«rlal wealth, but in it* educational and 
moral advancement, ha* been largely due 
to tbe liberality of deceased, his activity 
a* a builnei* man, and his devotion to tbe 
nterest* of education and religion. 


Mr. Crocker wa* born in Berry, N, H , 


n 1804, and wai therefore 76 years of age 
ut tbo time of bis death. He continued a 
resident ot that town until 1880, when he 
removed to Jacksonville, 111 About 0 
years ago his wife died while o* a visit la 
hat place, and her remains were there 
ntcrred 
The death of Mrs. Crocker had 


L depressing effect upon bor husband, and 
ilnco that event be bos leemed to be lot- 
ng bis interest in business nfWrs, nnd 
luring these six years he bus beengrad 
unity failing In health.
